A Lady's Account ol' I lie First 



(Special Correspondence of The Colonist.) 

After 6 years of familiarity with .Mrs. 
Lauytry'a name, Mrs. Langtry's photos, in 
every style, amuo of them almost irrecon- 
cilably different, Mrs Langtry's costumes, 
and a great deal of Mrs. Langtry's doings, 
Bve years of Mrs. Langtry's essence as it 
wore, we have at last met Mrs. Latigtry in 
tho flesh. And can anything surpass Mrs. 
Langtry in the flesh i Nothing that 1 
have seen, I confess. I will not deny that 
tho desire to see the first of the profes- 
sional beauties, whose name has since 
been Legion, was the motive which drew 
mo to tho Baldwin on the evening of the 
lfith of June, the "first night" oi (he Lily. 
A first night has its own fascination to the 
habitual theatre-goer, ynu know, hut when 
is added to that thu fact that the "one 
fair woman" over whom Oscar ami his cu- 
aesthetes had gone "wild" indeed, des- 
cribing her superlative loveliness by such 
phrases as "tower of ivory," "red rose of 
tire" and ever ho many more utterly out- 
rageous forms of expression, you can 
easily imagine the height of expectancy 
and excitement this particular audience 
had arrived at before the lady herself 
came on the stage. 

Of course the pour woman has hail some 
frightful criticism launched at her oinuc 
she made her first bold plunge into the 
life of a public actress- from that high 
position which she held as first favorite in 
tho Prince of Wales set. Bui she has 
shown what she is made of. She has 
proved herself to be true grit right 
through, and during her recent vacation 
has studied hard and devoted herself to 
the acquirement of those acconi 
pliahmenta which show (ho true 
actreas and to-day it is not the repu 
tation of her bea ny which "draws" tiny 
more than the undoubted merit of her in- 
dividual performance. 

A writer in the New York Critic once 
wrote to her: "As an actress aho can 
never rise higher than burlesque comic 
opera and Meg pieces' generally." lint he 
has been compelled to take that hack, and 
acknowledge that her [duck, industry and 
intelligence are far greater than the pub- 
lic expected of her and will html her on a 
far higher place of theatrical success. 

Long before 8 o'clock the audience be 
gau to arrive, and when the curtain rose, 
a little after 8, the house was packed from 
floor to roof. It was a brilliant sei ne. 
The audience was composed largely of wo- 
men, thu most fashionable set was repre- 
sented in all its bravery of dress, dia- 
monds, nodding pinnies and costly fans 
waving incessantly, tor the night was 
very warm, and besides these, culture, 
talent and beauty contributed I heir num- 
bers to swell an audience which could not 
fail to delight the heart of the Lily of 
Jersey. 

The crowded house was worked up to 
the highest dy b . if expectancy, and the 
tumultuous applause which greeted Mrs. 
Langtry when she appeared was as much 
the desire to work otf some of its own 
superabundant excitement as to pay a 
compliment to her. However, as the play 
progressed, that was all changed, for it was 
easy to see that tho actress was gaining mi 
the beauty and while there were many to 
declare themselves disappointed in her 
face there were few wlm were disappoint- 
ed in her acting. It was an agreeable dis 
appointment In several of the situations 
she shewed especially to advantage, quite 
to the surprise of those captious critics 
who foul it. their duty to cry down every 
thing new. 

The play itself is very nice— and I mean 
nice — tor while it is an adaptation of a 
French play, ami had for its principal 
characters tho usual doting husband, a 
little old, a lovely young wife suffering 
from crimes, a villain to do all the mischief 
and officious friends to make all the trou 
ble, these were all so refilled and ele- 
gant of their kind, that it was a delight to 
meet them even on the stage, ami wtieii 
1 add that each part was played with n 
delicacy and finish rarely seen on the 
Btage where sin is generally made all too 
apparent, ami coquetry usually developed 
into a very vulgar amusement, you may 
know that it was a very nice play. 1 must 
tell you of one bit. of acting which took 
ua all by iurprisoand to tell thu truth we 
thought tho thing an accident, until the

I think she will have a great success in 
San I'Vnncisco and 1 shall In' glad ot' it, 
for she has worked hard and lias hail great 
difficulties to overcome, and will continue 
to have before she reaches the goal at 
which she aims tube a great actress il 
she ever reaches it at all, which is doubt- 
ful. 

This particular play, "A Wife's Peril," 
really requires very little vigorous acting 
except in the old act and ill that, she was 
in every way satisfactory.

Tin-: Qi'ntitv ok Summer ha. us. --At 
this season of the year it is somewhat 
tliflicuit to keep eggs in gou l condition. 
One reason, perhaps, is thai the fowls, 
allowed to run at large, pick up not 
of their living, and getting loss grain, 
the orginal quality of the eggs is inure 
so good. Careful attention toj feeding 
and giving plenty of pure water are as 
important now as at any season. 

If you want lo gi-,,,1- H int to show at 
the fair of any kind, thin out thorough- 
ly now', especially so with grapes, tak 
ing a pair of line pointed scissors and 
cutting our part of tin- grapes mi each 
bunch. The balance will he very 
much larger, and lie sure to give (he 
plant upon which you are growing 
such fruit planty of mulch, 
and if well mulched an occasional 
watering with lye leached through a 
mixture of manure. Also, a liberal 
dressing of plaster assists to make such 
fruit larger. Thinning and working, 
however, are main things.

Lulesi Advices from Hie South 
Pacilie Colonies. 

A public meeting at Brisbone on the 
night of May 20th with the mayor in the 
chair, passeel resolutions solemnly and 
emphatically protesting against the 
deportation of a large number of re- 
lapsed criminals from Franco to the Pa- 
cific islands, which would mako the free 
colonies uf Australian receptacle of the 
French population. A petition was to be 
transmitted through I he governor to the 
Oueen praying that energetic and effective 
measures be taken to preserve the colonies 
from the threatened danger. 

The names of 411 men who have been 
out of work from one week to twelve 
months are registered with the trade and 
labor council al Adelaide, N. S. VV. 

Much suffering is officially reportod at 
Sydney, owing to the stoppage of the gov- 
ernment works and tho land policy of the 
government. The announcement that no 
further relief would be afforded to the un- 
employed caused a riotous demonstration 
ou May 1st, winch was quelled by the po- 
lice. Those who were sent from Sydney 
ti VVagga Wagga to work on the roads to 
relievo their distress, behaved with the 
utmost ingratitude. They were offered Ss. 
and Ds. a day and were provided with a 
tent and a week's rations. A portion re- 
fused to go to work and tho remainder af- 
ter earning less than a shilling apiece, 
abandoned their work and went on to Vic- 
toria. 

A meeting of Americans held at Sydney 
Consul Charles Kehln presiding decided to 
celebrate the 4th of July by a garden party 
at the grounds of the exhibition building 
to be followed by a ball in thu evening.

ENGLAND. 
London, June 23. — Among the guests 
at the banquet Wednesday in honor of 
Sargent will be Minister Lowell, ex Sena- 
tor Ferry, Justin McCarthy, M. P.,ex- 
Minister Noyes, Consul General Merriot, 
District Attorney Tenny, and C. B. Bige- 
low.

RUSSIA. 

Warsaw, Juno 23. -Floods have de- 
stroyed tho now building across tho Vis- 
tula at 11 tie, which was erected at a coat 
of £2,000,000. Crowds were standing 
on the bridge watching the torrent when 
it began to give way and twenty persons 
were drowned. 

GERMANY. 
Bkklin, June 23. — A young man was 
arrested at Ems to-day who had in his pos- 
session a revolver and a dagger, and who, it 
is believed, had designs on tho life of the 
emperor. 

FRANCE. 
I'akis, June 23. — The ministry of com 
morco has issued notice that the cholera 
in Toulon is sporadic and not Asiatic; that 
it is due to local infection, and therefore 
confined to tho place of i i a origin. Fight 
thousand persons left Toulon yesterday. 
A camp has been formed for tho occupa- 
tion of tho navy crews, and tho pupils of 
the public schools have beon dismissed. 
At Marseilles there is a cholera scare. Or- 
ders have been received to bury immedi- 
ately corpses of cholera victims in deep 
trenches, which will bo covered with 
chloride of lime. No bodies will be al- 
lowed to bo lakon to a church. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fkanlislo, June 23.— -It rained 
generally for several hours last night, and 
this forenoon the sky is slill darkly ovor 
cast and tho wind strong from I ho south. 
Tho shower extended throughout, the in 
terior, and as far south as Loa Angelos, 
resulting in heavy damage to cut hay in 
the field and standing grain. The repeat- 
ed disasters have made both farmers and 
merchants gloomy, and business is duller 
in the city now than at any lime during 
the past four months.

homos. At the ocean place it is raw and 
disagreeable and thu interior resorts are 
equally unattractive. Yosemite is report- 
ed to be a vast mud hole, and several par- 
ties on the road to the valley have turned 
buck. 

SOUTHERN; STATES. 
Whukli.nu, Juno 23. —The ghastly his- 
tory of a premature burial lias just come 
to light. A young bride of this city was 
interred in May of last year. On exhum- 
ing tho remains last week for removal to 
another cemetery the friends were horri- 
fied to find the body turned over, the 
hands tilled with long tufts of hair and the 
face, neck and bosom scratched and scar- 
red. Tho lining of tho collin was torn in- 
to fragments in the desporate efforts of the 
entombed victim to escape. Since the dis- 
covery the young husband has been pros- 
trated and his life is despaired of. The 
name is withheld. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Vincknnks, Ind., June 24.— At 12:20 
last night a mob of about 50 people went 
to the jail, battered the duor down with a 
rail taken from the track, took Oliver Can- 
field, who murdered Mrs. Mollie (Iher- 
kan some time ago, and hanged him to a 
telegraph polo. The body was left, hang- 
ing until 5 a. in., when it was ill down by 
friends. The mob was quiet but deter 
mined. The sherilf was at the jail but w; a 
overpowered and no resistance was made. 
The murder was an atrocious one, Can- 
field having killed the woman from jea- 
lousy. 

New London, Conn., June 24. — While 
the cold water army of children were giv- 
ing an entertainment this evening a tem- 
porary pyramid on the stage gave way and 
seventy-five children fell with it, but none 
were injured. A lighted kerosene lamp 
fell at the same time and a panic ensued. 
No serious results. 

Bismarck, Dak., June 24. — A horse 
thief named Jacob O'iN'eil was caught and 
lynched i.i McLean county, 45 miles north I 
of hereon Sunday evening.

Unsatisfactory Statements as to 
How the Public is En- 
dangered. 

Thero aro no new cases of smallpox on 
the City of Tokio, providing report! ore 
truthfully made, but all of those directly 
interested, excepting tho public, are very 
reticent regarding the matter. No one 
seems to know anything definite. Cus- 
tom House otlicials do not know when tho 
transfer to tho hulk China of tho Chinese 
remaining on the steamer ia to bo made, 
nor aro thoy bettor posted as to when the 
Tokio is to dock. Their impression, M 
hesitatingly given, ia that tho transfer is 
in progress, and that the steamer will bo 
fumigated and docked within a day or »o. 
What has become of the several hundred 
Chinese that managed to got ashore before 
the discovery of the case of smallpox ii it 
question yet to be solved. 

Dr. McAllister statoa that the ship's 
physician said thero was no aickneas 
aboard, but that a passongor had died and 
was buried at sua. In examining the pas- 
sengers ho mustered all on deck, and as 
they passed by him his count tallied with 
that of the ship's manifest, and the health 
certificate, as follows, was given him: 
Juno 15, 1884. 
We, the undersigned, hereby certify 
that tho officers and crew of tho City of 
Tokio, number 143, and tho paasengera, 
numbering 1,151, a total of 1,294, now on 
board this vessel are all at this date in 
good health, and free from any contagious 
disease and have boon while on route to 
this port. 

(Signed) J ekf Mauky, Captain, 

.J. O. Kikunan, Surgeon. 
He then gave the captain permission to 
dock the vessel. Between 1 and 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, and after half the pas- 
sengers had disembarked, the surgeon on 
the vessel was told by the atoerage stow- 
ard that thero wea a sick child below. Dr. 
Kieruan visited the child and decided 
that it had the smallpox, and immedi- 
ately reported the circumstance to the 
Health Ollico. When tho roport came in 
Dr. McAllister was present, and accom- 
panied by Dr. Mearos, the Health Offioor, 
visited the ship at once, and found a Chi- 
nese child, some 6 or 7 years old, suffering 
from confluent smallpox. By hia direc- 
tion the child and itsmother were removed 
to the Twenty sixth-street Hospital. 

Yesterday morning the quarantine offi- 
cer visited the steamer againand arranged 
to have the remaining passongera trans- 
ferred to tho China, and the precautionary 
measure was taken to require one and all 
to make a change of clothing, ao as to per- 
mit of the old being fumigated. Dr. Mc- 
Allister thinks the child had been coneeaeid, 
and thai it b o' been sick seven or eight 
days.— S. F. Call.
